Senate’s Other Heroic 
Battler Against Cancer

WASHINGTON - The in­ 
domitable Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, D-Minn., isn’t the 
only senator who has been 
fighting a heroic battle 
against cancer. 
In the 
Happy W arrior’s shadow, 
Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R- 
Okla., 
has 
been 
going 
through sim ilar anguish. 
This is the story of B art­ 
lett’s quiet but dram atic 
struggle for life. It is also 
the story of how a col­ 
league, Sen. Clifford Han­ 
sen, R-Wyo., took advan­ 
tage of his friend’s illness 
to slip a clause Bartlett 
opposed into the strip-min­ 
ing law. The clause could 
add billions to the con­ 
sumers’ future coal bills. 
Dewey 
Bartlett 
is 
a 
ro b u st, 
fo rm e r d iv e- 
bomber pilot, a one-man 
bulldozer, 
who barges 
through a 
heavy 
work 
schedule with the sam e 
zest that has also endeared 
Humphrey to the Senate. 
Bartlett’s health had al­ 
ways been rugged. But 
shortly after the Senate 
opened last January, he 
hurried through a routine 
physical examination. The 
following day, the doctors 
showed him X-ray pictures 
of an ominous spot on his 
right lung. 
The doctors urged B art­ 
lett to check into the 
Bethesda Naval Hospital 
for further tests. Then he 
entered New York’s famed 
Sloan-Kettering 
Institute 


for more conclusive tests. 
On January 20, the day 
Jimmy Carter was taking 
his oath of office, surgeons 
were removing cancerous 
nodes from the senator’s 
right lung. 
Bartlett 
soon 
plunged 
back into his 14-hour-a-day 
Senate routine. He also 
began a regimen of radio­ 
therapy and chemothera­ 
py, 
which 
drained 
his 
strength. The strain sent 
him back to the hospital 
with the flu. Depressingly, 
X-rays 
showed 
another 
possible cancerous growth 
on his lungs, and he was 
rushed back into surgery. 
This took him out of the 
Senate 
battle over the 
strip-mining bill. The fed­ 
eral government owns tre­ 
mendous coal reserves un­ 
der the ground. But the big 
ranching 
interests 
and 
land speculators hoped to 
squeeze huge profits out of 
the coal by controlling the 
surface rights. They could 
hold out for exhorbitant 
payments, Senate sources 
warn, if the surface rights 
were strengthened. 
The issue was taken to a 
Senate-House conference, 
where a five-to-five dead­ 
lock appeared likely to kill 
the inflationary provision. 
Bartlett opposed the multi- 
billion-dollar giveaw ay 
clause, but he was recu­ 
perating from cancer sur­ 
gery when the showdown 
came. 


He had entrusted his 
proxy to his friend. Sen. 
Cliff Hansen. According to 
competent sources, Bart­ 
lett told Hansen that he 
firmly opposed the contro­ 
versial clause. But Hansen 
told us he had received no 
instructions from 
Bart­ 
lett’s staff how to cast the 
proxy vote. 
In any case, Hansen 
withheld the hospitalized 
B artlett’s proxy. 
This 
broke the deadlock; the 
m u l t i - b i l l i o n - d o l l a r 
bonanza was passed by a 
five-to-four vote and was 
written into the strip-min­ 
ing legislation. 
Outraged opponents of 
the coal caper, including 
Bartlett, later tried to re­ 
call the vote. But it was too 
late. The consumers will 
soon be paying through the 
nose. 
The dauntless Bartlett, 
meanwhile, is continuing 
the devastating chemical 
treatments. His weight has 
dropped, and his hair be­ 
gan falling out. But he has 
faced the ordeal, neverthe­ 
less, with cheerful humor. 
He had never been able 
to tame his cowlicks with 
brush or comb. The che­ 
motherapy, he said wryly, 
had solved the problem. 
His head felt so naked, 
however, that he began 
wearing a white golf cap in 
the Senate corridors. Fi­ 
nally he decided he would 
rath er "look 
like 
Yul 
Brynner." 
The doctors, meanwhile, 
are searching for the right 
combination of chemicals 
to combat Bartlett’s can­ 
cer. As for the senator, he 
is using his misfortune, 
like Humphrey, to help 
others. He has mounted 
such an intensive anti­ 
smoking campaign that 
several Senate staff mem­ 
bers have curtailed their 
smoking habits. 
Next year, B artlett in­ 


tends to run for re-election 
- "God willing," he adds 
with a smile. 
Footnote: Senator B art­ 
lett declined to comment 
on the proxy incident. Sen­ 
ator Hansen told our asso­ 
ciate Jack Mitchell that he 
"would be answerable" to 
Bartlett for his handling of 
the crucial proxy vote.

Having waged war for years against crim inals, the 
; 
Country now seem s equally determ ined to do som ething 
for the victim s of violent crim e. 
At least 20 states, including C alifornia, Kentucky, 
Ohio. Pennsylvania and T ennessee, com pensate crim e 
victim s for the injuries they suffer or the incom e they 
lose. 
More than 20 states — with Colorado being the prim e 
„ 
exam ple — operate restitution program s in which 
* 
convicted crim inals are required to pay the people 
they’ve robbed or cheated along the w ay. 
Just last month, the House of R epresentatives passed a 
bill that would reim burse states for up to 25 percent of the 
first $25,000 they pay to victim s of violent crim e. 
Given a choice, it would seem preferable that the 
federal governm ent stay out of the crim e com pensation 
business except when federal crim es are involved. Most 
crim es, after all, are covered by state rather than 
federal law. 
It also would be w iser, when possible, to require 
restitution by the crim inal him self rather than shift the 
financial burden to the taxpayers, who have plenty of 
other bills to pay. 
. H ow ever they’re carried out, though, program s for 
aiding crim e victim s have obvious m erit and should be 
encouraged. Many victim s are elderly people on lim ited 
incom es. Others are so badly hurt they’re unable to work 
for long periods of tim e. 
. One of the m ore effective restitution program s is 
operating in Ham ilton County, Ohio, which includes the 
city of Cincinnati. In that program , young crim inals 
work (under 
close supervision) in parks and other 
public facilities and repay their victim s with the money 
they earn. 
This approach m akes m ore sense than sim ply tossing 
youthful law breakers in jail, where they can do little or 
nothing to learn a trade or repair the dam age they’ve 
done.

Carter gets pipeline approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter has congres­ 
sional approval on his decision to push for an Alaska natural 
gas pipeline, but major issues must be settled before con­ 
struction starts. 
And the biggest issue is who Is going to pay for the 910 
billion pipeline, which Carter says should be financed 
privately. 
On Wednesday, when the House and Senate approved 
Carter’s decision, Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, told col­ 
leagues that without federal help the project may fail. 
Sen. John A. Durkin, D-N.H., said he would never vote for 
federal assistance, and several members of both houses said 
they agreed with him. 
Carter selected a consortium of U.S. and Canadian com­ 
panies to build a trans-Canada pipeline network for carrying 
natural gas from Alaska’s North Slope to terminals in the San 
Francisco Bay area and suburban Chicago. 
The pipeline would supply roughly 5 percent of the nation’s 
current natural gas needs for 25 years. 
The 910 billion cost would make it the most expensive 
project ever financed privately. And federal agencies figure 
there could be an overrun of 92 billion. 
Spokesmen for the Northwest Pipeline Corp. of Salt Lake 
City, the major U.S. firm, and its partner Canadian and 
American companies, say the project can be privately 
financed. No firm arrangements have been made. 
Plane flies under Arch 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Using street lights for an approach 
pattern, a pilot has flown a small plane under the legs of the 
St. Louis Gateway Arch, police said. 
It was the sixth time a pilot has buzzed under the 630-foot 
Arch at the foot of the Mississippi River. 
Two police detectives said they saw the aircraft shortly 
before 8 p.m. flying low over the lights of Market Street, 
which ends practically at the foot of the Arch. 
The aircraft went under the Arch, they said, and disap­ 
peared into the darkness, headed east over the river. 
Federal Aviation Administration officials said they will 
investigate the incident. 
The record, however, for catching the errant pilots is not 
good. Officials said the previous five have never been found. 
Patty Hearst disappointed 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Patricia Hearst, disappointed 
by a reaffirmed bank robbery conviction, says the courts still 
fall to recognize that her involvement in the crime was the 
result of her abduction by the SLA. 
“Everything that occurred in 1974 was the result of my be­ 
ing kidnapped,” she said Wednesday in a telephone call to a 
newspaper reporter. “Justice demands recognition of that 
fact.” 
A three-judge panel of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled Wednesday that the 23year-old Miss Hearst received a 
fair trial and upheld her conviction for the 1974 robbery of a 
Hibernia Bank branch in San Francisco. 
Chief defense attorney F. Lee Bailey was unavailable for 
comment, but associate Wayne Smith said the case definitely 
will be appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Criminal law revisions aired 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legislation that would rewrite 
some 3,000 federal criminal laws dating back to 1789 is before 
the full Senate. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee approved the criminal 
code package 12-2 Wednesday. Senate action Is not expected 
this year. 
The House Judiciary Commltee still must consider the 
measure. 
“I am very hopeful that the full Senate will act favorably 
on a new code as one of the first orders of business next 
year,” Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., said after the committee 
voted to recommend passage. 


Commercial links reviewed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a continuing effort to force the 
South African government to moderate its racial policies, the 
Carter adminlstraion is now reviewing commercial relations 
with that country. 
The U.S. commercial attache in Johannesburg, Richard 
Kirby, is being temporarily recalled to take part in the 
review, Secretary of State Cyrus Vance told a news con- 
frence Wednesday. 
Vance said the action “reflects our national concern" over 
South Africa’s October decision to ban 18 civil rights groups, 
to shut down the major black newspaper and to arrest scores 
of dissident leaders, black and white.

Mail opening rules eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The federal government's practice 
of opening some mail from overseas intended for private 
citizens would come under severe restrictions if Congress ac­ 
cepts recommendations made by a House committee. 
The government operations committee said Wednesday 
the federal authorities should be required to obtain search 
warrants before opening people’s mail. 
The panel, reporting on a subcommittee’s investigation of 
the Customs Service's mailopenlng program, concluded that 
the practice should be permitted only under special cir­ 
cumstances specified by Congress. 
It suggested Congress start by making it Illegal for the 
government to open any mail without a court-issued search 
warrant or permission of the sender or addressee. 
Eagleton plan defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate is tackling the most 
controversial parts of a Social Security bill after rejecting 
use of income tax revenues to bolster the ailing retirement 
system. 
The Senate on Wednesday defeated 74-16 an attempt by 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton to ease the payroll tax burden for 
employees. 
The Missouri Democrat wanted 9500 million to be diverted 
from income taxes each year for Social Security. Eagleton 
said payroll taxes were moving “past the breaking point” for 
workers. 
The Senate scheduled a debate today on the question of how 
the payroll levy for Social Security should be split between 
workers and employers. 
The bill approved in committee would give employers the 
main burden for rejuvenating the shrinking Social Security 
fund, from which billions of dollars are disbursed for medical 
care as well as pensions.

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Carter gets pipeline approval 


WASHINGTON (A P) — P resident C arter has congres­ 
sional approval on his decision to push for an A laska natural 
gas pipeline, but m ajor Issues m ust be settled before con­ 
struction starts. 
And the biggest Issue is who Is going to pay for the 110 
billion pipeline, which C arter says should be financed 
privately. 
On W ednesday, when the House and Senate approved 
C arter's decision, Sen. Mike G ravel, D-Alaska, told col­ 
leagues that without federal help the project m ay fall. 
Sen John A. Durkin, D-N.H., said he would never vote for 
federal assistance, and several m em bers of both houses said 
they agreed with him. 
C arter selected a consortium of U.S. and Canadian com ­ 
panies to build a trans-C anada pipeline netw ork for carrying 
natural gas from A laska’s North Slope to term inals in the San 
Francisco Bay area and suburban Chicago. 
The pipeline would supply roughly 5 percent of the nation’s 
current natural gas needs for 25 years. 
The $10 billion cost would m ake it the m ost expensive 
project ever financed privately. And federal agencies figure 
there could be an overrun of $2 billion. 
Spokesmen for the Northwest Pipeline Corp. of Salt Lake 
City, the m ajor U.S. firm , and its p artn er C anadian and 
A m erican com panies, say the project can be privately 
financed. No firm arrangem ents have been m ade.

The October wholesale price 
increase was the largest since 
a 1.1 percent rise in April, at a 
time when inflation was rising 
at a 10 percent annual rate. 
Food prices were largely 
responsible for the rapid price 
increases earlier this year, 
but as they began to decline 
last spring the rate of inflation 
began to slow. 
Wholesale prices, which had 
risen one percent or more for 
three consecutive months bet­ 
ween February and April, 
rose only four-tenths of a per­ 
cent in May.
